U.S. Formally 
Rejects Reds in 
Ship Incident 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 


United States formally rejected enact 
today soviet charges that U.S. aimed 
warships fired on a Soviet trawler 
some 70 miles east of Norfolk, 
Va., last Friday. 


The State Department made 


public a note, delivered Thursday 
night to the Soviet Embassy, say- 
ing that after a thorough investi- 
gation it was determined that no 
U.S. 
naval vessel in the general 


area engaged in any firing when 
any surface vessel or aircraft 
could he endangered. 


It said no cruisers were among 


the U.S. naval vessels in the area 
as had been charged by the Soviet 
Union. 


The note acknowledged that six 


U.S. 
destroyers were engaged in 


gunnery exercises within an estab- 
ished and recognized area used 
for many years for gunnery and 
other extercises by ships of the 
U.S. Navy. 


It said a destroyer nearest the 


location of the alleged incident 
within the indicated time period 
conducted antiaircraft firing prac- 
tice against a target towed by an 
airplane, firing in easterly and 
westerly directions with ammuni- 
tion having a maximum range of 
seven miles. The destroyer was 10 
miles southwest of the location of 
the alleged incident, the U.S. note 
said. 


The Soviet complaint had al- 


leged that some dummy shells fell 
as close as 190 feet from the So- 
viet vessel and endangered it.

Speaking for an organization 


representing the nation' s major 
publishers and backed byi a 189- 
page legal brief, Smith told the 
subcommittee it would be clearly 
unconstitutional for congress to

"The First Amendment guaran- 


tees the press an immunity from 
governmental interference not giv- 
en to any other profit-making pri- 
vate enterprise," said Smith, pro- 
voking Rep.

ANPA is 'taking the first?' " 


Smith and the ANPA legal coun- 


sel, Arthur B. Hanson, argued that 
although the press is subject to 
general antitrust laws in its busi- 
ness practices, the constitutional 
guarantees of a free press pre- 
clude any special laws aimed at 
diffusing newspaper ownership.

Defense Chief 
Lashes Out 
at Critics 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Secretary 


of Defense Robert S. McNamara 
lashed out today at criticis, who 
charged he acts like a dictator, 
accusing one such complainant of 
backing "irresponsible" action. 


Saying it is his job to make the 


tough decisions on defense policy, 
McNamara told the Advertising 
Council, in a response to criticism 
Tuesday by Rep. Leslie Arends, 
R-I11.: 


"The man who made that at- 


tack yesterday is the ranking mi- 
nority member of the committee 
that added $1.1 billion to the dej 


fense budget. I don't think it is 
right when we have a man to sup- 
port an irresponsible action in 
adding over a billion dollars to the 
budget that is not needed and then 
criticize the responsible official 
who took out the billion." 


McNamara said it is "true in a 


sense" that he has acted as a 
dictator. 


"The budget submitted by the 


chiefs of staff and service secre- 
taries totaled $67 billion," he said 
"I took $14 billion out of that."
